of the grape out of which spiritous, 
malt or vinous liquors are made? 


"Shall this or some future legisla- 


ture prevent the farmer from raising 
or selling tobacco or the manufacturer 
from- placing it on the market? 


"If we are thus started where shall 


we end? It is better not to make the 
start. 
. 


Reasons for Consideration. 


"In the exercise of my constitutional 


power as governor I veto this meas- 
ure and ask its reconsideration: 


"First—Because it 
ruthlessly 
de- 


prives the state of revenue' without 
any sort of sorresponSing benefit. 


"Second—It discriminates against 


our own people in favor o° the people 
of other states. 


"Third—It destroys the property of 


the citizen without compens'ation. 


"Fourth—It makes a dangerous pre- 


cedent, humiliates Tennesssee 
and 


lowers the place of dignity she has oc- 
cupied as one of the proudest and 
•most conservative states of the union."

New York, Feb. 3.—As the result pi 


an investigation Inaugurated by .Wil- 
liam H. Edwards, who recently was 
appointed street cleaning commission- 
er of Xew York city, eight employes 
of that department and the foreman 
of a private contractor were arraign- 
ed In court today on charges of grand 
larceny 
by 
the 
use of fraudulent 


tickets. These tickets were Issued to 
drivers of snow wagons and attest to 
their removal of wagon loads of snow 
from the streets. All the men arrest- 
ed were held In bail for a further 
hearing today. It is estimated that 
the frauds would have cost the city 
$50,000 if the street cleaning commis- 
sioner had not detected them. 
All 


the existing contracts for snow re- 
moval have been abrogated. 


Commissioner Edwards 
said that 


after the discovery of the frauds he 
sent an agent to Jacobs, the contrac- 
tor's foreman, 
and 
purchased $700 


worth of tickets at 80 percent, of their 
value when redeemed by the city. He 
said Jacobs offered $10,000 worth of 
tickets at the same price. 
Jacobs, 


when arrested, implicated the others 
and surrendered a check for seven 
hundred dollars drawn to his order by 
Deputy Hogel. 
Hogel said he had 


been speculating in legitimate snow 
tickets, taking 10 per cent, from the 
drivers -by redeeming their tickets 
more promptly than the city.

which already has begun to threaten 
disaster to our peaceable relations 
with Japan. 
Nevada's interest must 


be wholly gratuitous. For what rea- 
son any rational Jap should want to 
break 
into the 
sagebrush region, 


which mostly comprises that state, 
would doubtless be past finding out. 
Still, it will bo difficult to explain to 
Japan much about Nevada.

We 
must recognize the fact that indus- 
trial concentration is already largely 
accomplished, in spite of general stat- 
utory prohibition.

"Above all we must have a'system 


of efficient publicity, This 
is 
the 


strongest means for our purpose. 'Effi- 
cient publicity' means that sort of 
publicity which reaches the average 
citizen under everyday conditions. A 
permanent office, after collecting ma- 
terial, must also summarize it for the 
public in brief, clear and reliable con- 
clusion, showing important permanent 
corporate tendencies. 


General Constructive System. 


"The control by the federal govern- 


ment of corporations should be broad- 
ened into a-general constructive sys- 
tem, 
based on tested principles of su- 


pervision, publicity and co-operation. 
The details of such a system in its 
main features should be as follows: 


"It should be operated by the federal 


government. 


"It should provide for a system of 


regular reports from the large inter- 
•state corporations. 


"Such government office should have 


access at all reasonable times to the 
records and accounts of such corpora- 
tions. 


"That office should publish concisely 


the 
important facts 
disclosed. It 


should safeguard from publication all 
business secrets. 


"Corporations complying with these 


requirements should be given the ad- 
vantage of a definite federal registra- 
tion. 


"The system should, if possible, be 


voluntary. 


"Finally, supervision must 
be ad- 


ministrative. 
No other method lias 


the necessary flexibility. 


"AVe must have a system of super- 


vision which 
provides a 
working 


basis for conference and co-operation 
and which, does not rely merely on 
criminal procedure and opposition. 


Demand Fair Business Methods. 


"There is not only a change in the 


attitude of business leaders. There is 
also an aroused and intelligent de- 
mand from the public for fair busi- 
ness methods and for equal commer- 
cial opportunity for all. The future 
of the nation must depend- 
largely 


upon the stability of its business ma-

Pleasure of Deer Hunting Often 


Spoiled for the Novice by 


Lack of Knowledge. 


WHAT OTHER PEOPLE ARE DOING THE NEW DAIRY FARMING MILLET PROFITABLE IN THE WEST 


• BY ISAAC VOTES. 


As the territory in which deer can 


be found becomes smaller, and 
the 


open season in the different states 
shorter, so that the young hunter has 
fewer chances for trying his marks- 
manship on them, he should make sure 
to Improve the opportunity when it 
does come. 


There ar§, perhaps young men and 


toys Hying in. the older states who 
never saw a wild deer in the woods, 
but they might .have the opportunity 
some time when on a hunting trip to 
a newer western state, and the better 
they understand the animal the more 
likelihood of their bringing down the 
game. 


It would be a pity to get only two 


to three shots at deer during -a life- 
time, and fail even then to kill one 
because of carelessness or inexperi- 
ence. 


When stalking deer in the woods it 


Is important to walk slowly and cau- 
tiously when approaching, a valley, ra- 
vine or other depression in the surface 
of the ground, because deer are more 
apt to be grazing in a valley than on 
the hills, especially when vegetation 
Is scant and dried up on the higher 
places. 


I missed one of the finest chahcss 


to shoot A deer while hunting in the 
wilds of Arkansas through the careless- 
ness of. a young brother who persisted 
In going ahead of me in spite of ray 
advice to him to stay back a little. 


One afternoon we ascended a little 


hill, expecting to flnd the ground level 
In front of us after getting to the brow 
of the hill. 


My brother was a little ahead, and 


when he reached the top of the hill he 
|! stopped and looked around for a few 


seconds and then half raised his gun. 
and when I reached his side I saw a 
gentle incline on the other side, and up 
the further side, fully 400 yards- away, 
ran a half dozen fine young deer. 


Had I known the valley'was there, 


and had my brother not been 'So'hasty, 
we would have approached cautiously 
and would in al! probability have got- 
ten a good shot at the deer. 


It Is also important to remember 


that when you nre on a stand ahead of 
hounds and henr them coming your 
way.you.should, he on the closest.watch 
from the time you first'hear them'un- 
til"they set by you,, for the deer may 
be .running "500 or 600 yards ahead of 


.-the dogs, and therefore it may pop into 


Charles Painter of Paris, Mo., has

Growing Soiling Crops for Dairy 


Cattle Essential if Best Re-

Few questions connected with the 


management of a dairy farm have been 
more widely discussed than that of 
growing green forage crops for the 
dairy herd and practicing a system 
of soiling during the summer and fall 
months. 
Some writers have become 


so enthusiastic over this soiling prac- 
tice that they have termed it "The New 
Dairy Farming." Many dairymen have 
made a failure of practicing the ex- 
clusive system of soiling dairy cattle 
while very, few have made a success 
unless they were in a position to sel 
their products for 
extremely 
high 


prices, thus enabling them to purchase 
large amounts of grain and commer- 
cial by-products to feed in connection 
with the green forage. 


I have always been In favor of grow- 


ing soiling crops for dairy cattle, and 
believe that they are essential to th' 
successful management

Farmers are beginning to learn that 


millet is a very valuable food for lambs 
and hogs. They feed wheat in some 
vestern states, and that is better than 
millet, even at relative prices.

millet most grown is Black Voronezh, 
commonly known as "hos millet," and 
must be ground for lambs. When the 
seed Is fed whole it has little value, as 
t is not digested.

pounds to every 100 pounds of meat. 
n addition to the salt I also use two 
pounds of granulated sugar and two 
ounces of saltpeter mixed.

with one-third of the mixture. While 
it is curing pack it in a box in a cool 
•oom, where it will neither become 
warm ror freeze. 


Two barrels may be used, changing) 


the meat from ane to the other each 
time it is rubbed. After the last rub- ] 
bing let the meat lie in a box for a 
week or ten days, then take it out to 
:moke. 
When taken out of the box 


dip each piece in a kettle of boiling 
water and let. it remain half a min- 
ute, after which sprinkle a little pow- 
dered borax on the meat

and 


hang. 


Smoke it four or five days with hick- 


ory chips or corn cobs, then clip and 
sprinkle it with borax again and put 
it down in clean hay. 


Meat treated in this manner may be 


left hanging all summer and' will re- 
main in the best condition.—W. Han- 
son, Illinois.

CARE IN FEEDING WORKING HORSES 


Horse feeding is not given the at- 


ention it should be by some farmers. 
That of the cow i.nd sheep is carefully 
examined and discussed, but oftentimes 
.he horse's feed is just all the hay he 
can eat and various quantities of corn 


nd oats, according to the work being 
done. 


Although oats and hay are ideal food, 


they s'-.ould not be fed exclusively. 
Horses like a variety as well as does 
any other animal. Good timothy, early 
cut and well cured, is the best hay- 
tor horses, but many farmers feed too 
much hay. 


If the horse is expected to do extra 


hard work he should be liberally and 
frequently fed. 


It is best to water horses as they 


come in from work or before feeding. 
If watered soon 
after 
feeding, the 


stomach, being small, is liable to be 
partially emptied by the water of the 
undigested food, which causes bowel 
trouble or loss of food.—L. B. E.
